W/HILE THE AMERICAN Sixth Fleet manoeuvres 
near Crete with protestations of innocent intent 
and British war vessels are deployed under secret 
orders, Russian naval forces are also moving in sig¬ 
nificant numbers into the eastern Mediterranean. 

Hiese developments in the Middle East crisis do 
nothing to ease the tension and are in no way reassur¬ 
ing to the proponents of peaceful settlement 

They were expected, nevertheless. Both the 
United States and Great Britain have made their 
position dear with regard to Egypt’s blockade of the 
Tlran Strait, entrance to the Gulf of Aqaba, and 
route to the vital Israeli port of Elath. 

They consider it a breach of international law. 

“We cannot fall... to concentrate first and fore¬ 
most on the vital need for finding a solution of the 
critical problem of the Gulf of Aqaba," said Lord 
Caradon, British foreign affairs minister. "... We 
consider that this must take into account not only 
the normal requirements of the states bordering the 
gulf but also the Interests of all maritime powers." 

Egypt’s assertion of the right to dose the Tlran 
Strait is considered contrary to all accepted interna¬ 
tional principles of right of access. 

The Times observes in London, "In asserting the 
freedom Of navigation of the gulf, Israel and Britain 
and the United States have the merit of international 
law behind them."'

Is the Gulf of Aqaba a 
high sea? 

A — We have checked that 
very carefully and our Studies 
show that it is precisely as 
high as any universally recog¬ 
nized high sea anywhere on 
the globe. Now, for example, 
U Nasser had decided to 
blockade the Dead Sea or the 
Salton Sea In California, both 
of which are below tea level, 
we might well be on shaky 
ground here. 


Q — And how does this 
blockade differ from the U.S.

the Caribbean during the 
Cuban missile crisis? 

A — Oh, that was an 
entirely'different situation.
